Difficult On Account Of It Being In 
Constant Motion 
Some remarkable results were ob- 


tained in the asphalt lake on the Is- 
land of Trinidad, where a new low 
level record of 150 feet was reached 
The previous record made in 1893 was 
135 feet. On both occasions the as- 
phalt was found to be of uniform 
character throughout, Great difficul- 
fies attend any attempt to sound the 
lake, as it is in constant motion. The 
pressure of the mass of asphalt ag- 
ainst the drilling apparatus caused it 
|to bend, and the deflection makes fur- 
ther boring impossible, After com- 
pletion of the test, the hole was ob- 
served to shift at the surface 25 ft. 
in six weeks, The movement was 
shown to exist at a depth of from 25 
to 50 ft. The movement of tlre as- 
phalt is believed to be similar in many

Farmers 
in the United States who have made 
a comfortab'e pile are looking for 
land where they can get a sure crop 
every year, where they do not have 
to depend on wheat, and for place 
that will last and will not wear out. 

It is becoming well known through- 
out the United States that the irri- 
gated lands in Southern Alberta, al- 
though expensive are as good returns 
agythe far famed wheat lands in their 
own country, That more attention’ is 
being paid to Southern Alberta's irri- 
gated lands is well shown during the 
past few days, by two sates. 

A farmer from Wyoming has just 
paid 130 an acre for irrigated land at 
Coaldale, Alberta,

case, the purchaser’sold his land in 
Towa for $450 an acre, exchanged his 
money into Canadian currency, which 
gave him an added $54 an acre, came 
to Alberta and purchased irrigated 
land at Coaldale for $100 an acre.
